BILLS OF INTEREST TO 
AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRY 
INTRODUCED IN UTAH 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 23. 
The Utah state Legislature con- 
vened this week, and already bills 
are being introduced that are of 
interest to the automotive indus- 
try. One bill seeks to aid peace 
officers in checking on automobiles 
sold as junk by making it manda- 
tory for wrecking companies to no- 
tify the authorities of the purchase 
of such machines before proceeding 
to dismantle them. It also calls for 
a report from dealérs to the secre- 
tary of state showing the license 
and serial numbers of all machines 
purchased.

Canton, O., Jan. 23.—The Am- 
torg Trading Corporation, the au- 
thorized agent for the Soviet 
government, has placed a large 
order for motors with the Hercu- 
les Motors Corporation of Canton.

An extensive road 
building program is known to be 
contemplated in preparation for uti- 
lizing improved highways as 
transportation system Owing to 
the great distances to be covered, 
the Soviets have found that good 
roads, trucks and buses are the 
quickest and most economical means

BOOST GAS TAX 1 CENT 


Olympia, Wash., Jan. 23.—A meas- 
ure to increase the present tax of 2 
cents a gallon on gasoline to 3 cents 
has been introduced in the state 
Senate here by Senator George 
Murphy of Snohomish county. Mur- 
phy is an automobile dealer, his 
firm distributing Hudson-Essex, 
Dodge and Chevrolet automobiles. 

The bill would divide proceeds of 
the tax three ways, two-thirds going 
to the motor vehicle fund, one-sixth 
going to the thirty-nine counties of 
the state in equal amounts, and 
cne-sixt!f to be distributed to the 
in proportion to the 
amount of the tax paid in by each 
county. Under the present law the 
entire proceeds of the gasoline tax 
go to the state motor vehicle fund.

W. C. Durant’s old home in Lan- 
sing is being torn down to make 
way for the city’s progress. Under 
the top of a table, found in the 
servants’ quarters, were four old 
newspapers, yellowed with age and 
dated in July, 1876. Significant of 
the progress of transportation since 
that time was the advertisement 
printed in one of the old periodicals. 
It reads to the effect that the pro- 
prietor of the Flushing stage is now 
making his headquarters at the 
Sherman House. The stage, it is 
added, arrives from Flushing at 8.45 
a. m., and departs from the Sher- 
man House at 3.55 p. m. 

Personal recollection of the stage 
coaches of about half a century ago 
is very keen, and still painful. 
Michigan was still a great timber 
state and tons of sawdust were used 
in an attempt to make the so-called 
roads more nearly passable. The 
old coaches jolted and bumped over 
the dust of murdered trees, the 
shocks being all too little absorbed 
by the wide leather straps on which 
the vehicle was literally “hung.” 

The old Durant home—and its 
whilom occupant—have seen the 
march past of transportation, the 
death of many means of travel, the 
birth of many. Those old news-

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Insurance With a Joker 
HE FRENCH House of Deputies has just passed a law 
prohibiting motor car owners from insuring them- 
selves against more than nine-tenths of any damage they 
may cause. The idea is that the insurance companies are 
permitted to pay nine-tenths of any damage, but the man 
causing the injury or loss must pay the final tenth out of 
his own pocket. The object is, of course, to give the car 
driver an incentive for being careful and prudent, since he 
himself must help to pay for any damage he may do. 
Without intending to do so, this new French law 
suggests one of the weaknesses of any compulsory in- 
surance law. This weakness finds its roots in a psycho- 
logical condition. For this reason, the man who is 
reached by a compulsory insurance law is the driver 
who has not previously carried protection. This indi- 
cates at least a tendency toward carelessness, a habit of 
mind that believes in trusting to luck in matters that 
affect his own pocketbook perhaps very seriously. Pre- 
sumably a man careless in financial matters will be 
careless in others. Cover that man with complete pro- 
tection against the results of accident caused by his lack 
of caution and he will become even riore careless. That 
at least is the argument and it cannot be denied con- 
siderable logic. 


Fuel E 
American Fuel Energy 
URING the past fifteen years America has been under- 
going a marked process of evolution with regard to its 
principa] source of fuel energy. In 1913 coal supplied 87.1 
per cent. of the total fuel energy consumed in this country. 
In 1927 coal supplied only 68.3 per cent. of this energy. 
Obviously the rise of petroleum fuel in popular use 
was the great cause of this decline in the importance of | 
coal. In 1913 oil and gas accounted for 12.9 per cent. of | 
the fuel energy consumed in the United States. In 1927 | 
oil and gas gave us 31.7 of the total fuel energy that we 
employed. 

It would not be safe to figure that our abundant coal | 
fields are marching toward idleness. Coal has too many 
potential uses that have not yet been touched for any such 
assumption. As a matter of fact, the future may very likely 
see coal return to a position as energy supplier even more 
important than it occupied in 1913. While petroleum fuel 
is every year increasing its importance, the supply in sight | 
all over the world is far less than the supply of coal. There 
is still coal enough in known deposits to keep this old world 
humming for some centuries, but there is no such copious 
supply of petroleum, in so far as we know today. It is highly | 
probable that coal will eventually be distilled by some as yet 
unknown process to give us an alternate to our diminishing 
quantity of petroleum. Fifty years hence the motor vehicles 
of that day, whatever form they may take, will very prob- 
ably be driven by a fuel extracted from a coal base. At any | 
rate, there is no reason for holders of coal company bonds 
to throw those documents away because the product of these 
organizations occupies a relatively less important place as a} 
source of fuel energy than it did fifteen years ago.

Factory Transformed 
For Production of 
New Cars 


Buffalo, Jan. 23—To produce 
the new Pierce-Arrow straight 
eights, which were introduced at 
the National Automobile Show, the 
big Pierce-Arrow factory in Buf- 
falo has undergone almost a com- 
plete transformation, 

For five months, plant engineers 
and big crews of men worked night 
and day sdgthat the factory would 
be ready for production on Januarv 
1. The speed with which the change 
over was made is little short of mir- | 
aculous, especially in view of the 
fact that regular production of cars 
went on as usual until about four 
weeks ago. At the same time. de- 
velopment work on the new serie: 
of cars, as well as the actual build- 
ing of a large number for exhibition 
purposes, was in progress. 

“Under the new arrangement, 
more time than ever before will be 
devoted to productive operations 
to insure highest quality s’gnd- 


have virtually been eliminated,” 
said B. H. Warner, vice-president 
in charge of manufacturing. 

“The net result will be the profit- | 

able production of better cars in 
far greater quantities. 
_ “In the splendid, modern build- 
ings which comprise the big Pierce- 
Arrow plant, we have laid out a new 
factory, So to speak. The principal 
change is one of arrangement. In 
general, the machine equipment is 
the same, for Pierce-Arrow’s preci- 
Sion tools and machinery have al- 
ways been of the finest: the men 
are the same, for the whole indus- 
try recognizes that Pierce-Arrow 
workmen are far above the average 
in their skill and ability; standards 
of precision and inspection are even 
more exacting than before. 

“The change of physical arrange- 
ment, however, will have a drastic 
and far-reaching effect upon facil- 
itating the production of cars and 
improving quality. 

“For example, we have virtually 
eliminated the time formerly con- 
sumed in unloading materials into 
a central storage depot, arranging 
them for storage, and later loading 
them into trucks for piecemeal de- 
livery to scattered locations 
throughout the factory.

Instead, the chassis progresses at 
an imperceptible pace. The parts 
are stored at their proper stations. 
This systematic time-spacing en- 
ables the workmen to devote their 
entire time to the actual building 
of the car. 

“Similarly, in the building of the
